In  this  country  servants  are  so  uncer¬ 
tain  and  so  poor  that  any  guide  from 
ono  who  "does  her  own  work"  success¬ 
fully  cannot  fall  to  be  of  interest  to 
many  women.  The  person  In  question 
says  in  response  to  questioning  ns  to  her 
methods,  which  seem  perfection: 

I  determined  at  the  start  upon  two 
things:  One  was  that  my  home  should 
be  as  daintily  nice  as  ever,  so  that 
neither  children  nor  parents  should  re¬ 
lax  Into  careless  habits.  The  second 
was  that  I  mast  husband  my  strength 
In  all  possible  wavs.  I  would  not  have 
believed  how  many  steps  could  be  saved 
nor  how  mnch  unnecessary  work  I  was 
In  the  habit  of  doing  until  1  tried  to  be 
careful  and  to,  remember.  We  were 
thinking,  wheq  onr  maid  of  all  work 
went  away,  of  moving.  The  new  boose 
was  mnch  more  desirable  in  several 
ways  than  theqld  one,  bat  it  had  a  base¬ 
ment  kitchen,  And  I  refused  that.  No 
woman  who  can  help  it  should  have  a 
flight  of  stairs  between  berself  and  her 
work. 

Then  I  had  a  corner  cupboard  set  np 
in  the  dining  room  and  filled  it  with  the 
beet  china,  which  had  been  kept  bqfore 
this  in  an  out  of  the  way  closet  Now 
it  was  all  at  hand  at  a  momenta  notice. 
I  even  filled  the  kitchen  salt  cellar  with 
mixed  pepper  and  salt  and  bought  one 
or  two  cheap  napkin  rings,  so  that  there 
should  be  no  hesitation  in  setting  the  ta¬ 
ble  from  having  several  nearly  alike.  I 
only  give  theaens  instances  of  my  scru¬ 
pulous  car®.  There  were  many  others 
like  them.  J 

I  used  &  good  deal  of  fruit  instead  of 
made  desserts,  and  when  I  did  bake  pies 
or  boil  puddings  I  had  a  sufficient  quan¬ 
tity  to  reheat  for  another  day.  Fortu¬ 
nately  for  ns  housekeepers  almost  every¬ 
thing  eatable  can  be  purchased  in  cans, 
and  1  always  have  a  closetful  on  hand 
ready  to  "fall  back  on.”  I  early  aban¬ 
doned  my  old  fashioned  idea  of  having 
everything  that  the  market  affords  pat 
upon  the  table  at  once.  Instead  of  that, 
I  make  the  variety  from  day  to  4*7,  and 
find  the  result  infinitely  easier  for  me 
and  more  agreeable  to  my  family.  Sev¬ 
eral  times  a  week  I  have  soup,  or  some¬ 
times  a  bit  of  fish  or  salad,  or  an  entree 
besides  the  meat,  with  potatoes  and  one 
other  kind  of  vegetables;  never  more 
than  one  kind,  but  that  changed  so  from 
dinner  to  dinner  that  I  do  not  hear  the 
old  cry  any  more,  "I  am  so  tired  of  this 
or  thatr 

One  of  my  little  daughters  has  been 
trained  to  change  the  plates;  the  other 
helps  me  greatly  about  the  boose.  All 
the  children  have  learned  to  do  their 
share  of  the  work.  One  of  them  dusts 
after  my  sweeping  and  another  "brushes 
np”  the  halls  and  stairs.  1  'believe  that 
is  the  hardest  thing  of  all  to  learn — how 
to  make  others  help.  I  have  acquired 
it  because  I  confidently  believe  I  have 
acquired  most  of  the  art  of  simplifying 
housework.
